Near Augustowo, the Third Siberian 
and parts of the Twenty-second Rus- 
sian\ army corps, composing the left 
wing of the Russian army, on crussing 
the Niemen River, were defeated after 


a furious dattle lusting two days. “More 
than 2000 unwounded Russians were 
made prisoners and a large quantity of 
guns and machine guns were captured.”’ 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—Russian reports in- 
dicate that the German offensive to- 
wards the Niemen River from the Hast 
Prussian frontier has ended in a Ger- 
man rout after the battle of Augustowo, 
fin the Russian province of Suwalki, 
which has been under way since Sept. 
%. If these reports are true it means 
that’ net only has Gen. Rennenkampf 
gained an opportunity to resume the of- 
fensive, but the important fortress of 
Ossowetz has been relieved from in- 
vestment. 

An official message from the Com- 
mandant of the German fortress of 
Koenigsberg, however, directly contra- 
dicts the Russian report, and the Ber- 
lin version of the fighting, though it 
does not localize it as particularly as 
the Russian report, maintains that the 
Germans along the East Prussian fron- 
tier have been generally victorious. 

As was expected, subsequent reports 
have discredited the rumor that the Rus- 
sians were investing Cracow. It was 
hardly possible for the Muscovite forces 
tu have reached there in such a short 
time, but a report that Cossacks have 
reached the neighborhood of Cracow is 
distinctly credible, az the famous Rus- 
sian cavalry is showing an ability to 
cover the same wide field of operations 
as the uhlans in the western war area. 


RUSSIAN ROADS 
BLOCK GERMANS 


Petrograd Believes Plan to Take 
Warsaw and Move South 
Is Frustrated. 


By Associated Press. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 4, via London.—In 
Russian military circles it is felt that 
the Russian general staff is now able 
to analyse and will be able to forestal! 
the intended German invasion of Rus- 
sia. 

In spite of the great importance of 
the eight-day battle between Gen. Ren- 
nenkampff on the Russian side and Gen. 
von Hindenberg on the German side, 
which has just come to an end end in 
which the Germans were not only not 
successful in crossing the River Nie- 
inen, according to reports here, but 
were driven back to the frontier with 
heavy losses, losing the entire province 
of Suwalki excepting the town of that 
name, it is the opinion of Russian ob- 
ververs that the Germans intended this 
costly and futile demonstration to draw 
the Russian troops from Fast Poland 
as a preliminary to their main object. 

This, as revealed by the present fight- 
ing Rear Warsaw, was an attempt to 
take Warsaw and thence move to the 
southward to outflank the Russian 
army, which, having occupied Galicia/ is 
now moving through Bukowina into 
Hungary. It is declared here that this 
intent has been made impossible by the 
bad conditions of the roads. The heavy 
German artillery could not go on.

BERLIN, Oct. 5, by wireless to Say- 
ville, L, L~—An official report from the 
German army headquarters says that 
in the siege of Antwerp the forts of 
Lierre, Waelhem and Koningshoyckt 
ard intermediate redoubts, with 80 guns, 
have been, taken. 

“Thus a breach has been made in the 
outer circle of forts,” the report adds 
“rendering an attack on the inner cir- 
cle of forts and the town itself pos 
sible.’’ 

The following statement was given ou* 
yesterday: 

“In the siege of Antwerp, Forts Wa- 
vre-St. Catherine and Dorpweld have 
been taken and Sort Waelhem invested. 
Termonde, important strategical point, 
has been occupied.” 


Reference to the map shows that the 
three forts captured today are in the same 
general quarter as the'three reported cap- 
tured in yesterday's statement. The fall of 
the forts make a great gap in the city’s 
outer line of defense.

BRITISH AID IN 
ANTWERP DEFENSE 


English Artillery Reported to 
Have Smothered German At- 


tempt to Cross River. 
By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 5, 4:35 a. —The 
Morning Post English correspondent in 
Antwerp makes the following state- 
ment: 

“The Belgian field artillery is co-op- 
erating effectually with our heavy ar- 
tillery. Our infantry is entrenched on 
the near bank of the Nethe, opposite 
the main German forces. Two German 
attempts to cross the river heve been 
smothered by our artillery.’’ 

This dispatch is the first intimation 
that English forces have gone to Ant- 
werp and are co-operating with the Bel- 
gians in the defense of that city. 

Belgians Refuse Armistice. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Antwerp, dated Sunday night, says: 

“The Germans have been repulsed. 
They asked for a two-hour armistice to 
bury their dead, but Belgians refused 
to comply. The Belgians have destroyed 
all the bridges over the River Nethe. 
The Germans attempted unsuccessfull:’ 
to rebuild the bridges.” 

Reuter’s Amsterdam correspondent, in 

a dispatch filed Sunday, says: 
“The German troops today displayed 
greater activity around the Dutch fron- 
tier. They occupied Lanaekern after a 
short bombardment.” 

Lanaeken, a town of 3000, in the prov- 
ince of Limbourg, Belgium, lies three 
miles northwest of Maestricht. It is a 
frontier customs town. 

An official statement from Antwerp, 
received by Reuter’s Telegram Co., says: 

“The artillery duel continued through- 
out the day. The general situation is 
unchanged.” 

Dentes Three Forts Have Fallen. 

The Belgium Minister received dis- 
patches from Antwerp denying a report 
that three forts defending the city had 
fallen. He says Fort Waclhem was bad- 
ly damaged by the Germans but that 
none of the fortifications surrendered 
and that the Belgians have strong posi- 
tions which they are holding succoss- 
fully. | 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Amsterdam says word hag reached there 
from Antwerp that Fort Waelhem de- 
stroyed an entire regiment of the be- 
sieging Germang Satureay afternoon.

Witness Tells How British 
Aeroplane Dodged German 
Shells Outside Antwerp 


From a Corresposdent of the Post-

ANTWERP, Oct. 5.—On Friday I wit- 


nessed from ile outside of Lierre a 


most interesting engagement. 
Under a heavy shel)! fire, a little after 


4 o'clock, a British naval biplane arose 
out of Antwerp and headed for the Ger- 
man lines between Willebroek and Hyn- 
den. These machines fly with almost 
incredible swiftness. This ona passed i 
fast motor car going in the same di- 
rection, as easily as a swallow passes a 
sparrow. 

As soon as the British aeroplane got 
over the German lines it came under the 
fire of German guns especially destined 
to attack aviators. Two of these guns 
engaged the aviators. They fired first 
ranging shells which on bursting left 
a thick black smoke. These shells ap- 
parently fired with a difference of eleva- 
tion of apparently 600 feet, were de- 
Signed to ascertain the elevation of the 
acroplane, but the aviator seemed to 
shape his course so to avoid passing 
near the smoke balls, which were in 
any case at a greater height than the 
machine. 

German guns then began to fire with 
shrapnel as if satisfied with the in 
formation given by the range shells. 
Twelve shells were fired, all at a great- 
er height than the aeroplane, as if the 
design were to scatter balls on it from 
above, 

Changing its course occasionally, the 
aeroplane flew about, completed its work 
and winged 1 : way back to the Belgian 
lines. Its passage in gafety under burst- 
ing shrapnel was one of the most excit- 
ing war incidents imaginable.

pursued the enemy. Notwithstanding 
the energetic resistance offered by the 
Germans, they could not check the on- 
ward rush of our troops, who captured 
the *snemy’s positions, one after an- 
other. 

“Routed by this irresistible engage- 
ment, the Germans weakened and are 
at present in full retreat; they are leav- 
ing our territory in haste. At certain 
points this retreat is degenerating into 
a flight.’’ 

No Rest for a Week. 

An earlier official statement said: 

“According to reports from the com- 
manders, the Russian troops at the bat- 
tle of Augustowo gave proof of ex- 
traordinary courage. Several regiments 
fought without rest during the whole 
week, extricating themselves with dig- 
nity from the most difficult position. 

“The engagements were very obstinate 
in the vicinity of Suwalki, where the 
enemy concentrated important forces, 
and, having fortified their position, op- 
posed the Russians with the fiercest re- 
sistance. 

“Our troops made several bayonet 
charges to dislodge the enemy from his 
trenches. Prisoners taken say that the 
German losses at Suwalki were so large 
that, out of hundreds, only 20 men re- 
mained. 

“The whole line of German retreat is 
blocked with the bodies of their dead. 

“It is thus that the German invasion 
from East Prussia into Russia failed 
utterly. The enemy is now definitely 
leaving the borders of the provinces of 
Suwalki and Lomaza. 

“On the left bank of the ‘Vistula, and 
in Galicia, the situation remains un- 
changed.”

Boston Pastor’s Notebook 


Causes Arrest by Germans 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—Albert A. Williams, 
pastor of the Maverick Congregational! 
Church of Boston, has reached London 
after arrest and imprisonment in Brus- 
sels by the German authorities on the 
charge of being an English spy and with 
trying to buy information concerning 
the movement of German. troops. 

Notes made by Williams in a French 
dictionary for a sermon on the horrors 
of war fell into the hands of the Ger- 
mans when he was arrested. A German 
Lieutenant believed that they constitut- 
ed code messages’. 

Williams was artested at the Metro- 
pole Hotel in Brussels and taken to 
German military headquarters. He was 
held with 30 other prisoners, mostly Bel- 
gians. He was not permitted to communi- 
cate with Brand Whitlock, the Ameri- 
can Minister. Finally he persuaded a 
German student that he was not a spy 
and he managed to get a letter to Whit- 
lock, who brought about‘ his release. 

Williams says that during the two 
days of: his imprisonment he and the 
other prisoners were denounced by the 
Germans as pigs, and showered, with 
oaths in an effort to frighten them. The 
Belgian prisoners regarded Williams as 
a friend, but were reluctant to talk, as 
they feared the Germans had spies 
among them. 


Ulster Leads in Recruiting 
in Ireland With 26,000 


DUBLIN, via Lendon, Oct. 56.—The 
number of new recruits for the British 
army obtained in Ireland amounts to 
about 2,000. More than 8000 of these 
are from the Dublin district, 4000 from 
the Cork district and the remainder, 
some 14,000, from Belfast (Ulster).

ered as absolutely ¥without foundation. 

“It is also declared that the English 
newspaper correspondents overlook the 
fact that a large portion of the German 
army is Roman Catholic. 

Savants Protest Against Lies.

UJ forts of Liege, the first shots 

of the Belgian campaign were 
fired Aug. 4. Yesterday, then, marked 
the close of the second month of the 
great war and supplied an appropri- 
ate calendar division at which to 
measure the progress of the several 
campaigns. 

The honors of the first month un- 
doubtedly rested with the Germans. 
Thirty days after the artillery of the 
Kaiser awakened echoes, not merely 
of the hills above the Vesdre and 
Ourthe valleys, but throughout the 
civilized world, his gray uniformed 
masses were on the Marne, and the 
roar of his cannon at Meaux and 
Lagny was plainly audible on the 
boulevards and along tne quays ‘of 
the French capital. Five weeks after 
Germany had dispatched her first 


declaration of war, that to Pétro- 


grad, her massive military machine 
had overrun’ Belgium and reached 
the gates of Paris. 

Looking eastward, if the success 
was less complete, there was still 
little cause for German pessimism. 
It was true that about Lemberg the 
main Austrian army had been beaten, 
was falling back in a retreat which, 
as it turned out, was to become a 
rout, but north and east, in Poland 
and before Lublin, and in Lodz, Aus- 
trian and German soldiers were still 
advancing. ¢ 

Victory on Sedan Day. 

In East Prussia, too, on Sedan 
day (Sept. 1), Gen. von Hindenberg 
had won the sweeping victory of 
Tannenberg—“the Sedan of the 
East;’’ German journals named it. 
The destruction of Gen. Rennen- 
kampf's force, the right wing of the 
Russian battle line from the Car- 
pathians to the Baltic, seemed quite 
as probable as the rout of Aus- 
trian. army corps on the San and the 
Vistula. 

Plainly, indisputably, German had 
won the first round. On Sept. 4—and 
to get a just appreciation of the sit- 
uation on Oct. 4, In its proper rela- 
tion to that of a month before, it is 
necessary to recall what the world 
expected on the earlier date—the 
press of London and Berlin alike 
talked frankly of the possibility that 
in a few days Paris might fall. The 
French Government had fled to Bor- 
deaux, all the parallels and prece- 
dents of 1870 were on the lips and in 
the minds of men. For two weeks 
defeated French and English armies 
had retreated over the fields of 
Flanders, Picardy, Artois and Cham- 
pagne—these provinces were lost, and 
there existed the grave possibility 
that the morale of the allied: armies 
had been shaken—possibly destroyed. 

One Month’s Change. 

But on Oct. 4 who could mistake 
the change? The battle of the Marne 
had been fought. The southernmost 
foothold of the Germans, that on 
the Noyon hills, was nearly 70 miles 
from Paris and 8% from Lagny, the 
high-water mark of the advance of 
Von Kluck. Eastward,’ the German 
line now ran atraight across the 
plain of Chalons. North of Verdun, 
no longer surrounded, the army of 
the Crown Prince was retiring from 
Varennes, and the vicious thrust 
through the barrier forts at St. 
Mihiel seemed to be frustrated. 

More than this, after a week of re- 
treat and three weeks more of des- 
perate, tremendous, heroic efforts, 
the German masses had been unable 
to get on foot again, to step out once 
more toward Paris. To Noyon and 
the Craonne Plateau, north of Sois- 
sons, Von Kluck had come back, 
Sept. 12. Von Buelow had been driv- 
en north of Rheims in the same gen- 
eral movement, and Oct. 4 neither 
the German right nor the center had 
regained a single mile of territory on 
this front. 

Three weeks of the most confused 
and bloodiest fighting the Western 
world had knéwn found the Germans 
and allies facing each other, dead- 
locked on lines swept by the heaviest 
artillery of three nations, cut and 
seamed with the trenches and in- 
trenchments which were daily grow- 
ing and more and more taking on 
the character of those lines below 
Richmond, where Grant and Lee did 
battle from July, 1864, to April, 1866. 


British Reserves Come. 
Meantime, to the west and north, 


new allied armies, gathered from 
every quarter of the globe, regi- 
ments of Sikhs and Gurkhas touch- 
ing elbows with Moroccan Goums 
and battalions of black soldiers 
from the Senegal and the Niger, 
British regulars recalled from Hin- 
dustan and Egypt. strengthened or 
about to be strengthened by colonial 
troops from Canada and Australia.

Northwest France had been recdv- 
ered. Amiens, Lille, Arras, cities and 
regions which had been occupied by 
Germana in early September and had 
paid ransom to their conquerers, 
were now redeemed. All the main 
railways from Paris to the Channel 
were in allied hands once more, and 
having been reconstructed, were con- 
veying fresh troops far northward as 
the campaign developed toward the 
Belgian line. 

In all this time the main effort of 
the Germans had been defensive. 
The hope of a new thrust at Paris, 
made promptly. when the armies de- 
feated at the Marne should be re- 
fitted and rested, had vanished. Save 
for a desperate flank push toward 
the Verdun-Toul barrier, the whole 
concern of the German general staff

Germans Protect Supplies. 

Up to Oct. 4 the Germans had suc- 
ceeded in their efforts. French and 
British advances to Peronne and the 
suburbs of St. Quentin had been 
pushed back. Cavalry raids to Le 
Catelet and Roisel, towns actually on 
the westernmost of the German sup- 
ply lines, had been checked and flung 
back. Even to the south, beyond 
Noyon, impertinent drives at Las- 
signy and the Noyon Hills had been 
crushed doWn, and ground lost had 
been retaken. 

But to do this, troops had to be 
collected from the whole extent of 
the battle line, from the interior gar- 
risons of German—attack in Alsace, 
in Lorraine had been abandoned. 
The efforts to break the allied center 
had failed. Army corps in Belgium 
had to be drawn down, and the gar- 
risoning of this captured kingdom 
left to the landsturm, to middle-aged 
men. 

Yet, all this had not served to re- 
lieve the pressure. Repulsed at one 
point, the allied flanking thrust 
moved always to the north. It had 
failed at Peronne and St. Quentin.

In fact, the German offensive in the 
second month had fallen to the level 
of a siege, and it was the invaders 
who were being besieged. Again and 
again they were striking out, with 
unfaltering courage and determina- 
tion, endeavoring to break the circle 
of steel always closing about them. 
But, despite smal! gains, they had 
made no substantial progress. The 
ground they occupied they held, their 
lines of communication remained in- 


advantage after three weeks of ef- 
fort, after losses which far exceed- 
ed those from Liege to the Marne. 

Meantime the situation in the east 
had gravely changed. Austrien de- 
feat at Lemberg had been followed 
by rout at Tomassow, at Rawaruskea. 
Jaroslau had fallen. Praemysil was 
isolated and invested. Cossacks had 
crowned the Carpathians and flowed 
over into the Hungarian plain. A 
considerable offensive toward the 
Niemen from East Prussia was being 
beaten 4own. 

Russians in Metion. 

From the Baitic to the Carpathi- 
ans, the Russian battle line was at 
last in motion, its left flank on the 
Carpathians near Cracow, its right 
once more moving into East Prus- 
sia, its center drawing toward Posen 
and Breslau, still on Russian soil, 
but no longer far from the Silesian 
and Posen frontier posts. Two 
months, too, the Czar had been al- 
lowed to bring up his millions; in 
bringing them, he seemed unmistak- 
ably to have crushed Austrian mili- 
tary strength, and there was left 
only Germany to meet allied might in 
the long feared “war of the two 
fronts.”’ 

If the first month, the “first 
round,” had been to the Germans, 
was it less unmistakable on Oct. 4 
that the second had been to the al- 
lies? But German statesmen them- 
selves, in justifying their violation of 
Belgian neutrality, had, in effect, 
confessed that to win at all Ger- 
many must triumph in the fret 
round, win, not tactically, but de- 
cisively, crush, annihilate, the inili- 
tary strength of France; hold Paris 
and the republic to ransom, as & 
hostage, while victorious Western 
armies flowed back to the Niemen 
to deal with the armies of the Czar. 

Yet on Oct. 4 it was allied, not 
German armies that were advancing 
in France. As, on Sept. 4 the world 
was talking of the rales of Paris, on 
Oct. 4 it was the probable approach 
of the German retreat from France 
which occupied the attention, not 
alone of allies, but of neutral ob- 
servers. The expectations of the 
earlier month had proved false, those 
ot October might be equally unwer- 
ranted. Yet, not even in German 
official and unofficial utterances, 
was there longer the promise of vic- 
tory that would terminate the 
Western war. 

- What had opened as «a daring, 
magnificent, unrivaled effort to end 
a war in the first weeks of conflict, 
with a brief and irresistibie drive, 
had fallen now tosthe level of a 
mere campaign—in sige, extent

London Correspondent Sends Story of His Sleep- 


ing in French Chateau, 


Carefully Guarded, and 


of Making Many Speeches to Troops.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—The London Stand- 
ard’s correspondent at Amsterdam, un- 
der date of Saturday, telegraphs that a 
typical day with the Kaiser is thus de- 
scribed “by an eyewitness.” 

“Rid yourself first of all of the idea 
that the Emperor is a heroic figure; he 
is a man of not exactly a small figure, 
but he is distinctly below the average 
height and rather fat, so that he is 
more Iike a typical beer drinker and 
sausage eater than a knightly cavalier. 
Moreover, his left arm is abvut 10 inches 
shorter than the right arm and partially 
paralyzed. This deformity strikes the 
eye unpleasantly, though one cannot 
withhold a certain admiration for the 
energy which enabled to Kaiser to be- 
come a good shot and a passable rider 
in spite of this tremendous handicap. 

“On this particular occasion the Kal- 
ser had been sleeping in a French cha- 
teau, but not without elaborate precau- 
tions against a surprise attack. 

Elaborate Precautions Taken. 

‘*The extraordinary measures taken to 
guard the Kaiser must be attributed not 
so much to personal cowardice as to his 
profound conviction that his safety is 
essential to the fatherland. 

“The chateau was fortified against at- 
tacks. Sacks were piled on the roof and 
a protective shield metal network was 
erected. 

“Whenever the Kaiser moves his 
quarters a small army of military en- 
gineers precedes him to carry out these 
defensive measures before his arrival. 

“Around the chateau were men of his 
special bodyguard, a detachment was 
outside his bedroom, another in the hall, 
another at the front door and two more 
detachments were in the rooms imme- 
diately above and beneath his own door. 
Three unbroken limes of sentries sur- 
rounded the house, a whole battalion 
of infantry and several squadrons of 
cavalry were encamped in the parks. 

“This was some 2 miles from the 
front, and the chateau was connected 
by wireless telegraph with headquarters 
of the nearest army, so that any sud- 
den retreat of the German legions 
should not place the supreme war lord 
in danger. 

“Soon after sunrise the Kaiser 
emerged from the chateau and greeted 
his soldiers with his customary ‘Good 
morning, soldiers,’ to which all of them 
in the immediate vicinity replied in uni- 
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Gary motor car was in readiness and the 
Kaiser was taken swiftly toward the 
front, while the troops which had guard- 
ed him stood rigidly at attention. Ten 
drummers of the bodyguard beat their 
drums by way of salute. The imperial 
standard was conveyed in the second 
motor car and the officers of the im- 
perial suite followed in others, The cav- 
alry of the bodyguard. preceded. the 
monarch to the place where he left the 
motor car to mount his horse. 

‘““As he was helped into the saddle the 
troopers saluted with their swords: and 
another set of drummers beat drums. No 
ceremony may be omitted, even at the 
front. 

“The Kaiser rode off with his mount- 
ed guard thickly clustered around him. 
A standard bearer, riding immediately 
behind him, bore the imperial flag. 

“Then followed a spectacular progress 
from point to point In the rear of the 
fighting line—at a safe distance to the 
rear, I may add. Large bodies of re- 
serves had bivouacked in these parts 
and fresh troops were marching up from 
the direction of the frontier. 

Nine Speeches on One Morning. 

“The Kaiser halted and addressed a 
fervently patriotic oration to one regi- 
ment and another to the second fegi- 
ment as he rode from place to place. 
During the morning he delivered no 
less than nine speeches, all bombastic 
and excessively martial in tone. 

‘“‘Lunch was taken in the open air at 
an table in front of a certain General's 
tent. Wine and food commandeered 
from the residence of a French coun- 
try gentleman supplied the Kaiser with 
a splendid luxurious meal prepared by 
his own cook and served by his flunkeys 
in gorgeously striped uniform. None of 
the pomp of the imperial court was 
abandoned at the front. 

“More visits to the troops and more 
speeches in the afternoon and back by 
automobile to the chateau for dinner. 
At no moment during the day had the 
Kaiser been in range of the enemy's 
fire.”

People Tread Softly in 


Fear of the Germans— 


Houses in Bombarded City Look as if Bullets 
Had. Been Sprayed on Them.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—There is. ffst one 
thing certain awsout Antwerp that can 
be said without fear of contradiction, 
and that is that on, the. stroke of 8; 
o'clock ‘every night Antwerp becomes 
the darkest and blackest city in the 
world. Not the .faintest glimmer of 
light is to be seen anywhere. Not a 
sound is to be heard. Even the few 
privileged persons allowed to be out aft- 
er 8 o’clock tread softly. Add to this a 
dark and lowering sky and you have a 
real ‘‘city of dreadful night.” 

At least that is how my first Ant- 
werpian night impressed me. Almosi 
anything else that you may say about 
this quaint Belgian city, under present 
conditions, is quite likely to be contra- 
dicted. ‘I shall only tell what I have 
seen and heard. 

As you sail up the Scheldt River after 
leaving Flushing Sou pass mile after 
mile of absolutely flat, drear mud land, 
without a living or growing thing in 
sight. Not a tree breaks the landscape; 
nothing but dank desolation, utter soli- 
tude. After all you have read of how 
Relgium has been laid waste you begin 
to feel that all of Belgium is like this. 


The Forts of Antwerp. 

In fact, you are somewhat prepared 
to find Antwerp itself a barren waste 
of mud land. As you get nearer the 
city, however, you come into sight of 
the first fort. Here and there a sentrv 
stands on top of the dyke, silhouetted 
against the sky. He is the only thing 
you have seen in 20 miles that is more 
than a foot high. And a queer figure 
he makes, for the Belgian soldier is a 
little bit of a chap and the bayonet of 
his rifle towers several feet over his 
head. He resembles, in a striking man- 
ner, the toy soldiers we played with as 
children, and you are in constant fear 
he will topple over the next minute. 

Soon, all along the dyke, other funny 
little figures climb up and wave their 
caps in friendly greeting. As you ap- 
proach the landing pier you come al- 
most on top of a very well constructed 
pontoon bridge which the Belglans have 
built across the Scheldt for the passage 
of troops. 

As we draw up to the pier we pull to- 
gether alongside the steamer Brussels of 
the Great Eastern Railway Co., her 
docks fairly swarming with fair-haired 
Belgian refugees, children outnumbering 
the grownups five to one. Most of them 
are wearing wooden sabots; many of 
them are barefooted. On the pier are 
several hundreds more. We shal! take 
them back with us. They are from tiny 
villages and hamlets around Louvain 
and Termonde. 

Carry All Their Bageag 

Their baggage? Oh, yes, this t fainily of 
five have theirs tied up in a handker- 
chief: which the mother clasps in her 
arms, while next to them a group of 
seven have enough almost to fill a 
sheet, and the two smallest children are 
asleep on it. Most of them have walked 
all the way to-Antwerp, and even if the 
fires the Germans set in their homes 
spared anything it is rather difficult 
to carry two or three babies and any 
large amount of household effects 20 
or 3% miles.

Or perhaps it is for fear 
the people may miss something that 
is going on, that they flock to the 
streets.

fHREE DISAGREED IN 1911 


Breach Between Executive and 
Earliest Supporters Near 
to Being Closed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6&.—That Presi- 
dent Wilson is about to muke peace 
with Henry Watterson, editor of the 
j.ouisville Courier-Journal, as well as 
vith Col. George Harvey, editor of the 
North American Review, whom he saw 
at the White House yesterday, was 
suggested today when President Wilson 
told callers he hoped to sée Mr. Wat- 
terson at the executive mansion. He 
added that no arrangements for such 
a nieeting had been made. 

The meeting of.the President and 
(ol. Harvey was their first since their 
talk in 1911 in the presence of Col. Wat- 
terson, which gave rise to Mr. 
Watterson’s.later attacks on Mr. Wil- 
son and led Mr. Harvey to withdraw his 
s‘pport from Mr. Wilson for the presi- 
dential nomination. 

Mr. Harper called at the White House 
ai the invitation of Mr. Wilson to dis- 
cvss the European situation and the 
fnll campaign. In the last issue of his 
nmagazine Mr. afarvey praised the Presi- 
aent'’s attitude on the war and sug- 
wested he wait patiently for the psy- 
‘ological moment to urge peace. He 
u'sO advocated the election of a Demo- 
‘atic Senate and House in November. 

The President and Mr. Harvey were 
in conference for more than an hour 
It was said at the White House later 
that the meeting was most friendly, and 
that past differences were not referred 
to, 


Talk Was Friendly. 
Mr. Harvey sald he had called at Mr. 


Wilson's request to discuss public ques- 
tions, principally the European war sit- 
uation, and that, ‘as a matter of 
course,”’ the talk was friendly. 

The White House meeting followed a 
conference between Mr. Harvey, Mr. 
Tumulty, the President’s’ secretary: 
‘rederick Lynch, Damocratic nationa! 
committeeman from Minnesota, and 
Thomas Pence of the National Commit-| 
tee’s Publicity Bureau.’ The fall cam- 
paign was discussed. 

In December, 1911, Mr. Wilson, then 
Governor of New Jersey, talked with 
Harvey and Henry Watterson in a New 
York club. The three were fast friends 
and the editors had worked together in 
Mr. Wilson's interest in New Jersey. 

In January, 1912, Mr. Watterson issued 
a Statement which told the public for 
the first time that there had been a 
breach at the club conference between 
Mr. Wilson and “the two Colonels,” as 
they came to be styled. Watterson re- 
ferred to Gov. Wilson as “a schoolmas- 
ter, not a statesman,’’ and said he had 
treated the two veteran Democratic ed- 
itors as if they were schoolboys. 


_, Charge of Ingratitude Made. 
The charge of ingratitude was also 


made, the statement relating that when 
asked by Harvey whether the support 
of Harper’s Weekly was embarrassing 
him, Gov. Wilson had replied it was. 

After the publication of this statement 
feeling became bitter among the parti- 
sans of the three men. 

Mr. Watterson, thereafter, openly sup- 
ported Speaker Clark for the Demo- 
cratic nomir on, while Mr. Harvey 
showed great Triendliness for the Speak- 
er, although he made no public declara- 
' tlon in his favor.

“If I have not tried to conquer this 
rebel force by force of arms it has been 
en account of prudence, which the cir- 
cumstances demanded. But the nation 
must know that if we reach a stage 
where it is impossible to otherwise sup- 
press their rebellion, we have 100,000 
men well armed and artillery and ma- 
chine guns; also we have right and jus- 
tice, which are invincible, on our side.”’ 

Responstbility for Rebellion. 

Gen. Carranza said that it was his 
duty to ‘‘fix the responsibility of the re- 
bellion of Gen. Villa. which is nothing 
but a plot instigated by the so-called 
cientificos and by our conquered enemies, 
who have not received public offices on 
account of incompetency and coward- 
ice.’’ 

In his statement Gen. Carranza out- 
lined proposed reforms, reviewed at 
length recent internal troubles in So- 
nora and Durango, which preceded the 
break with Villa, and declared the con- 
vention which he was addressing was 
the fulfillment of the plan of Guadalupe.

Silliman Nears Washingten on Hur- 
ried Trip From Mexice. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—John RR. 
Silliman, Consul at Saltillo, and Pres- 
ident Wilson’s personal representa- 
tive in Mexico, has not advised the 
President of the object of the hurried 
trip he is making to Washington. He 
asked the State Department for per- 
mission to come without saying why, 
and is expected here by tomorrow, 
having passed through St. Louis yes- 
terday.

‘But Fannie Ward and Her Com- 
pany Present Daring French 
Farce With Keen Humor. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 

ANNIE Ward, once A annie Bu- 
F chanan of St. Louis and now a dis- 

tinctly clever comedienne of An- 
gio-American fame and South African 
wealth, gave a very good account of 
herself in ‘‘Madam President’ at the 
Olympic Theater on Sunday evening, 
supported by a company so capable that 
it would have taken first honors away 
from her if she had not been equal to 
meeting a strong competitive test. 

The play itself, a farce from the 
French of Maurice Hennequin and Pt- 
erre Veber, is perilously risque in its 
treatment of more or less forbidden sit- 
uations and it keeps the star and her as- 
sociates skating on alarmingly thin ice 
most of the time. 

The thin ice, however, 
Gallic sparkle and, also, the Gallic 
shrewdness in manufacture, inasmuch 
as it is never quite permitted to break 
and thereby envelop the story in the oc- 
casionally pereeptible undercurrent of 
contaminated dramatic waters. 

This typically French story 
concerna itself with an “‘affair’’ between 
one Gobette, a charming Parisian act- 
ress, and M. Cyprian Gaudet, French 
Minister of Justice, whom Gobette en- 
counters at the home of M. Galipaux, 
President of the tribunal of a provin- 
cial village, where she finds it nec- 
essary to report after having disturbed 
the peace by a “rowdy supper” at her 
hotel the night before. ‘ 

Owing to a sudden and ingeniously 
contrived farce complication, Gobette is 
obliged to impersonate Mme. Galipaux 
for the hoodwinking of the visiting 
Minister of Justice, and all the play's 
action thereafter arises from this nec- 
essary deception in old President Gali- 
paux’s behalf. The action thus com- 
pelled is swift and cunningly tangled, 
its progress marked by a succession of 
absurd happenings that keeps the audi- 
ence in an almost unbroken mood of 
laughter or diverted chuokling.

notable figures. 

There are moments in the sevond act 
when the always highly comp..ent W. 
J. Ferguson, one of the most resource- 
ful character actors on the American 
stage, distinctly threatens the primacy 
of Miss Ward as the real star of the 
performance, so relishful in fun is his 
portrait of Marius, chief usher at the 
Ministry, whose chosen mission in life, 
as a native of the South of France, is ‘o 
make trouble for the Minister of Jus- 
tice, who chances to hail from the 
North. 

Nevertheless, Miss Ward holds her 
own in this act, and, as the Marius of 
Ferguson’s playing thereafter disappears 
from the story, she is emphatically in 
the foremost position at the play’s 
finish.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read, with considerable interest, a num- 
ber of articles pertaining to the possible loss of 
St. Louls of the St. Lovis Symphony Orchestra. 
I have Been a subscriber to this enterprise and 


-have attended a large number of concerts, regu- 


lar, as well as the Sunday Popular and believe 
that I am voicing the sentiment of a great major- 
ity of people who would gladly support am insti- 
tution of this kind by their attendance, when I 
say that the only way that they can be successful 
financially is by entertaining the general public 
and not by trying to educate it by starting at the 
top. 

In teaching e child to read it is necessary first 
to start in the primer with objects that it can 
readily understand. In educating the public to 
understand such music it is necessary to play 
music which they understand and appreciate and 
furnish the higher music when the demand de- 
Velops. Music of this kind appeals to the public 
at large just about as much as reading Shaks- 
peare to a 6-year-old. 

The music which has been furnished by this in- 
stitution is of the highest class and represents 
the highest development that has ever been 
reached by people who have devoted their lives 
to music, but unless one has devoted one’s entire 
life to music it is not possible to understand and 
enjoy this kind of an entertainment without being 
bored. The method of sgubseription and guarantee 
funds ts good, but it would not be needed with 
music furnished that the general public would 
like to hear and would gladly pay to hear. Such 
people as can enjoy the “futurist” discords of Du 
Bussy ané the wonderful harmonies of Greig and 
Wagner are not sufficient in number to support a 
symphony orchestra. 

Sunday popular concerts are crewded to the 
doors every Sunday, not because the price is only 
60 cents, but because the music appeals to the 
public. 

I, myself, am a music lover and have soine con- 
siderable musical education, but would certainly 
not subscribe again to a series of concerts where 


. only the heaviest music is played and where it is 


a difficult matter to remain awake. As soon as 
the Symphony Society arranges to provide and 
produce music witch will appeal to the large ma-

following reasons: 

1.—The completion of the bridge is para- 
mount to all other considerations and interests. 
Every obetacle in the way of this vital neces.

2.—The loop franchise was one of the prin- 
cipai factors'in the defeat of previous bridge 
bond proposals. Many voters opposed the is- 
sue of bridge bonds on account of the loop 
franchise.

8.—The Southern Illinois Traction Co.

Should the bridge be 
completed without the repeal of the franchise, 
ite usefulness might be greatly impaired by 
the inability of the company to build the loop 
or ita line. Should the bond issue be defeated, 
the franchise will be of no value to the city 
or the company. Both will lose. 

4—No real injury will be done the 
Southern Illinois Traction Co. by repeal 
because, on the admission of its officers, the 
value of the franchise, the use of which is 
open to all railways under municipal regula- 
tions, rests upon the guarantee that it will 
have an entrance to St. Louis. Entrance to 
St. Louis ie assured whenever the company 
may require it. The company is now de- 
pendent wpon the city for permission to use 
the bridge. 

&.—Under the new charter the city has the 
power to build the proposed loop and other 
terminal facilities for the bridge. 

@6.—Under the terme of the franchise or- 
dinance the city reserved ‘the right to alter, 
mend or repeal the franchise,

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AUTONOMY FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


We may believe that the force which events 
have lent to the congressional opposition to ulti- 
mate autonomy for the Philippines is of only tem- 
porary quality. The proposal is that after their 
instruction tn self-government has gone on for 


}gome further time, they shall be -permitted to/ 


| work out their own destiny under treaties with 
}the principal nations guaranteenas their neu- 
trality. 

For the moment such treaties seem of doubtful 
value. Japan did not hesitate to violate Chi- 
nese neutrality in seizing a landing place from 
which to proceed to the attack on Kiauchau. Ger- 
many disregarded the neutrality of both Luxem- 
burg and Belgium. 

But one of the great issues of the war is to de- 
termine whether such treaties are mere scraps 
of paper. The penal consequences of the viola- 
tions may tend for all time to prevent their repe- 
tition. A hoped for result is to give the neutral 
status a sanctity and permanence greater than it 
has ever had before. 

Congressman Mann does not think that with the 
restoration of peace the world will have had 
enough fighting for » long time. He predicts a 
war for the control of the Pacific in which we 
shall be involved and urges the retention of the 
Philippines on the ground that, instead of being a 
military asset, they’ might be utilized by enemies 
to our disadvantage. 

As good an argument can be made for the pro- 
position that these far-off islands would be a 
source of weakness to us in war as for the propo- 
sition that they would be a source of strength. If 
what Mr. Mann says is true, we should not be 
content with merely keeping the Philippines. 
We should proceed at once to the subjugation of 
further Pacific islands for a more complete safe- 
guarding of our interests when his inevitable con- 
flict comes. . 

The autonotmy question most positively is not 
one to be decided on the utility or inutility of the 
Philippines to us in case of war. If we are not 
justified in keeping them in peace, will’ we be 
justified in keeping them that we may draw on 
their resources in the event of War, that they 
ray become a target for our enemies to strike at 
in striking at us, that. they may be forced to 
share in the devastation brought to us by a war 
in which they may be only remotely concerned? 
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LABOR’S LONG STEP FORWARD. 

Six international—American and Canadian— 
labor unfons, representing 600,000 men engaged 
in the building trades, have agreed to settle 
their mutual disputes hereafter without calling 
strikes.

it appears there is a link lacking. That link 
is a new group of middlemen, located in villages 
and country towns, operating to develop sup- 
ply on the farms and demand.in the cities. 

Thése middlemen, whose appearance to occupy 
an attractive field presently vacant seems as- 
sured, will perform, in the new organization, 
much the same service now rendered by the 
middlemen of the big cities. 

They will buy from or act as agents for coun- 
(ry producers and will sell to city consumers. 

They will deal with the producers directly, 
seeking them out in person and informing them 
of market needs which these persons can profit- 
ably supply. 

They will find their city customers by adver- 
tising what they have to offer in the city news-} 
papers. 

Some of the middiemen now active will be 
put ont of business. Those who can handily 
edapt themselves to use the new system will 
find useful occupation and a profit therein. 

A business of this kind is waiting to be de 
veloped’ by some energetic man or woman in 
every considerable village or town the center of 
a food-producing region within 100 miles of a 
large city. | | i |

sitions, Critic Thinks.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Yale’s big grid- 
fron problem this year seems to be to 
find the right men for the three im- 
portant -positions of quarterback and 
the two ends. In these positions Har- 
vard and Princeton and Dartmouth, of 
the big elevens, already seem to be well 
equipped. Judging from Yale’s play 
against Virginia, however, the Blue is 


at a heavy disadvantage so far. 

The system of playing ends against 
kick formation is a serioug problem ev- 
erywhere this year, and it perhaps will 
not be solved until after the big games; 
but there was nothing that an unpreju- 
diced observer at N@w Haven on Sat- 
urday could find to justify the Yale sys- 
tem as it stands: ‘To carry out the sys- 
tem as shown, Yale will have to be 
equipped, I think, with remarkable ends 
on both flanks.

WATER FRANCHISE UP IN 
EAST ST. LOUIS TONIGHT 


Council Expected to Pass Bill 
Giving Privilege to a New 
Concern. 


It is believed that the East St. Louis 
City Council tonight will s a Dill 
granting a 30-year water anchise to 
the East Side Water Co., “4 ~~ in- 
corporated concern. 

The franchise granted the Citq Wa- 
ter Co., July 6, is believed to be worth- 
less because of irregularities in the pas- 
sage of the bill. This franchise, passed 
by a vote of 13 to 3, now has only three 
supporters, Councilmen Leber, Way and 
Baumeister, and Leber admits that the 
franchise is deficient. 

The Citizens’ Protective League and 
many business men are opposed to the 
East Side Water Co. bill, but favor, 
instead, a bill, now pending, which sets 
a maximum water rate of # cents per 
000 gallons, with a monthly minimum 
of 60 cents. The East Side Co. Dill 
provides for a rate of 25 cents per 1000 
gallons, while the City Water § Co. 
charges 30 cents, with a monthly mini- 
mum of $1. The Protective League and 
many consumers are opposed to the 
granting of any franchise until after a 
rate ruling by the State Utilities Com- 
mission, which may not be given until 
aiter the municipal election in April.

MAKE STRONG 
WEEKLY PORTS 


Wall Street Is Surprised at 
Showing’ of Institutions 


Abroad. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispat 

NBW YORK, Oct. 5.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Foreign exchange moved with 
some irregularity today—a natural 
result of the absence of knowledge 
by the Wall street community in gen- 
eral of how much exchange the ‘gold- 
fund committee’ was selling, and at 
what rates. 

“Of the withholding of this infor- 
mation, there was more or less com- 
plaint. But the problem of the com- 
mittee is peculiar, and a moment’s re- 
flection will show that if it were to 
announce its sales each afternoon, 
and fix its price each morning, ong 
of two things would happen. Either 
the committee would become the 
arbitrary dictator of rates—a highly 
undesirable result—or else it would |? 
be handicapped, in the execution of 
its primary purposes, through the 
use of that knowledge by dealers and 
speculators in exchange. The true ob- 
jective point of the so-called ‘gold 
pool’ is not to regulate exchange 
rates (which are a symptom and not 
a cause) but to adjust in an orderly 
manner the settlement of our more 
pressing foreign dues. 

Gold in Circulation Gains. 

“Bearing on the matter of the $10,- 
000,000 gold fund, to guarantee such gold 
exports as shall be needed to keep our 
foreign credit sound, today’s monthly 
Government report on the amount and 
kinds of money circulating in this coun- 
try is worth noticing. Exclusive of 
United States Treasury holdings, gold 
in this country’s circulation Oct. 1, 
was $17,600,000 greater than on Sept. 1, 
and only $18,400,000 less than at the be- 
ginning of August. The _ substantial 
gold exports of the two _ intervening 
months have been offset by the new 
American production. 

“Since this date in 1913, our net gold 
exports have considerably exceeded 
$90,000,000; yet the gold now in circula- 
tion is only $11,000,000 less than its fig- 
ure of that time, and it is $33,000,0.. 
larger than in October, 1912. On the 
other hand, the figures of outstanding 
banknote circulation show $298,700,000 in- 
crease since Sept. 1, and $334, 300,000 since 
Aug. l—a quite unprecedented ‘showing, 
and clearly a consequence of the Al- 
drich-Vreeland emergency igsues. 

Bank Return Is Govd, 

“The German Imperial Bank’s return 
of today announced a gain of $10,069,000 
gold in the past week, and an increase 
of $24,520,000 in outstanding notes. When 
the previous figures of weekly increase 
are added to this, it appears that the in- 
stitution has added $88,000,000 gold to its 
reserve since July 30. If this is an ac- 
curate showing of the facts, it is a very 
remarkable achievement, especially in 
view of the fact that its gold holdings 
at the end of July had not yet been re- 
duced at all by a ‘“‘run’”’ or by hoarding. 
But this fact makes the present figures 
difficult of explanation. The Imperial 
Bank, it is true, has been relieved from 
the requirement of redeeming its notes 
in gold. 
hat @ecourse prevents depletion of a 
gold re re, but it is far from serving 
as an incentive to the deposit of gold by 
customers. The Bank of England’s gain 
of $126,000,000 gold since Aug. 6, is larger 
than the Berlin increase, but it is easily 
accounted for by three known facts. 
First, 32,500,000 gold was taken out 
of the bank in the fortnight of panic 
preceding that .date, and must largely 
have been put back when panic sub- 
sided and the bank continued gold pay- 
ments. 

‘Second, all of the $15,000,000 monthly 
output of the Transvaal mines goes into 
the bank’s South African branch. Third, 
all of Canada’s new production, and all 
the considerable gold exports from the 
United States, are similarly taken in at 
Ottawa. 

“But Germany and the German Bank 
have no such recourse. One might im- 
agine that the contents of the $60,000,000 
‘war chest,’ at Spandau had i been 
turned over to the bank; but nobody has 
said so. As for Saturday’s statement 
by the French Finance Minister, re- 
garding the status. of the Bank of 
France, that is quite incomprehensible. 
The cables quoted him as saying that 
the bank now holds $812,000,000 cash, 
which is described as an increase of 
903,800,000 over what was held on the eve 
of war. But the official figures of July 


30 showed $828,200,000 gold and $75,000,000 


silver. 
Exchange Market Active. 

“Sales of exchange by the $100,000,000 
Gold Fund Committee were more of a 
factor today, and there was a large vol- 
ume of business done. The sterling 
market opened slightly below Saturday, 
at 4.94% for sight bills on London, with 
cable remittances at 495%. At these 
quotations there was a s0od inquiry and 
the price soon advanced “%c, making 
sight drafts touch 4.954% and cables 4.9614. 
Most of the business was done at these 
rates, and it was evident that substan- 
tial remittances were negotiated. Fur- 
ther subscriptions to the gold pool were 
made by out-of-town banks, and while 
it may be a few days before the entire 
operation is closed, there is no doubt 
that the entire amount will be forthcom- 
ing should it be4heeded. But there is no 
likelihood at present that more than one 
or two installments will be called for, 
unless the situation should change con- 
siderably in the meantime. 

“The committee expects to get in the 
full first installment of $25,000,000 with- 
in a day or so. The call was issued on 
Saturday, and the chances are that the 
money will be forwarded immediately 
through the various subtreasuries. 

“The banks here received more cur- 
rency from out-of-town institutions, and 
the general situation indicated i.at 
money was piling up gradually at many 
of the reserve centers. 

**Most of the currency which has been 
sent on is in the form of emergency 
notes, which the bank took. out in ti 
early Stages of the disturbance. 

‘An interesting feature of these re- 
mittances is that they imcrease reserve 
requirements at this center, since the 
notes can serve, under the law, only 
New York banks.”’
